I have  no 
Heed  Pastor  Russell,  as  he  signs  his  name, 
Rending  out  his  literature  that  has  gone  into

papers,  gone  out  into  pamphlet  form  and

eternal  heaven.  If  1 didn’t  believe  in  hell 
1 wouldn't  believe  in  heaven.  If  I didn't 
believe  in  heaven,  1 wouldn't  believe  in  UoA 
and  if  I didn’t  believe  in  heaven,  hell  and 
God.  1 wouldn’t  believe  in  Christ,  and  I 
would  be  no  better  than  a beaat.  If  there 
is  no  Christ,  no  heaven  and  no  hell — if  all 
of  these  things  are  true — then  you  and  1 
would  he  no  better  than  beast8.  God  ha* 
said  that  we  are  made  higher  than  the  an- 
gels 

I believe  today  that  the  cause  of  skepti- 
cism throughout  our  Southland  on  this 
great  subject  of  hell,  lies  at  the  preacher’s 
feet.  It  is  because  they  want  to  tickle  the 
fancy  of  the  congregation  and  plead  to  the 
galleries,  instead  of  teaching  the  Word  of 
God  on  this  great  subject.  “In  hell  he 
lifted  up  his  eyes.”  I waut  you  to  notice 
the  Word  of  God  says  a man  was  in  hell 
with  his  eyes.  In  hell  he  lifted  up  his 
eyes.  I want  you  to  notice  that  this  good 
Book  says  that  in  hell  a man  was  carrying 
on  a conversation.  “Send  I-azarus  that 
he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  linger  in  water 
and  cool  my  tongue!”  Carrying  on  a con- 
versation iu  hell!  In  hell  with  his  eyes,  in 
hell  with  his  tongue,  because  his  tongue 
was  parching!  Not  only  was  that  true, 
he  was  in  hell  with  ears,  because  he  could 
not  hear.  He  was  in  hell  with  a mind,  be- 
cause the  Bible  says:  “Son,  remember 

that  thou  in  thy  life  receivedst  thy  good 
things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things  but 
now  he  is  comforted  and  thou  art  torment- 
ed.” There  is  a man  in  hell  with  a mind 
—an  active  mind — he  could  remember.  In 
hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments. 
Notice  this  is  plural:  “He  was  in  hell  in 
torments.” 

Rev.  21 :8 — “But  the  fanrful  aud  unbe- 
lieving, and  the  abominable,  and  murderers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers  and  idol- 
^ aters  ,and  all  liars  shall  have  their  part  in 
the  lake  which  burueth  with  fire  jnd  brim- 
stone.” This  is  what  God  said  aUiiit  it. 
If  yon  are  an  unbeliever — that  is,  if  you  do 
not  believe  in  Jesus  Christ,  if  you  were  to 
die,  you  would  be  put  in  hell  with  the  low- 
est people  in  existence:  the  fearful  and  un- 
believing. What  about  the  man  who  is 
fearful!  I have  seen  men  QUt  in  the  world 
who  said:  “1  would  like  to  be  a Chris- 
tian, but  I’m  afraid  that  I wouldn’t  hold 
out.”  Listen,  after  you  have  been  an- 
chored in  Jesus  Christ  and  turned  to  him 
for  salvation,  Christ  does  the  holding  out 
and  you  do  the  holding  in.  Your  body  and 
heart  has  been  centered  on  Christ  for  ser- 
vice for evor  “The  fearful  and  unbeliev- 

ing. and  the  abominable,  and  murderers  and 
whoremongers,  and  sorcerers  and  idolaters 
and  all  liars  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  hurneth  with  fire  and  brimstorie.” 
That  is  what  God’s  Word  says  about  it. 

If  there  is  a heaven  and  no  hell,  then 
heaven  would  he  no  more  than  this  earth. 

I don ’t  believe  it  would  be  even  as  good  as 
the  earth. 

I took  down  my  Bible  and  ran  through 
the  Scripture.  God  in  His  Word  teaches 
that  immediately  after  death,  the  soul  goes 
either  to  heaven  or  to  hell.  Luke  16:23: 
“And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  being  in  tor- 
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meats,”  and  that  thing  is  true.  If  there 
was  an  intermediate  state  for  the  soul, 
there  would  have  to  be  two  intermediate 
states,  an  intermediate  state  for  the  redeem- 
ed and  one  for  the  unredeemed.  When  a 
1 body  dies  the  soul  either  goes  to  Jesus 
Christ  to  spend  eternity  or  goes  down  into 
blight  and  night  to  spend  eternity. 

is  a peculiar  thing  that  people  in  this 
iiay  would  want  to  wait  until  the  last  mo- 
ment to  repent  of  their  sina.  What  would 
you  think  of  a man,  if  be  was  smoking  a 
cigar,  and  walked  up  to  you,  after  he  had 
smoked  it  up  to  his  mouth,  aud  offered  you 
the  stubt  You  would  look  at  him  with 
scorn ; you  would  say  that  he  was  a scoun- 
drel. There  are  incu  who  are  burying 
their  lives  in  sin,  going  up  with  the  stub 
of  life,  saying,  “Take  my  life;  1 have  worn 
it  out  iu  Satan's  service;  Oh  God,  take  the 
stub.”  Iu  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  fil- 
ing in  torments. 

Listen  when  you  get  to  hell  you  will  be 
in  a helpless  condition./  There  will  fie  no 
hope,  no  chuuce,  no  shadow  of  a hope  that 
you  will  get  out  iof  that  eternal  place,  no 
luijie  to  fie  transferred  anywhere.  That  is 
what  the  Bible  says  about  it. 

Have  you  ever  stood  and  looked  at  a 
babe  three  days  old.  You  sec  how  helpless 
it  is  As  helpless  as  it  came  into  the  world. 
Oh,  man,  if  you  are  without  Christ,  you  are 
as  helpless  a*  that  little  babe.  You  are 
without  a hope  in  the  world  to  come,  unless 
you  repent  of  your  sius  and  come  to  Christ 
Jesus.  Unless  you  are  a Christian  you 
must  turn  or  burn.  Unless  you  are  a child 
of  Jesus  Christ  you  must  turn  or  burn.  1 
ask  you  to  turn  to  Jesus  Christ  and  not  huru 
in  a demons'  hfll.  1 ask  you  to  turu  from 
sin  and  destruction  aud  turn  to  Christ  to 
save  you.  You  must  turn  or  huru. 

Borne  say  it  is  impossible  to  believe  iu 
fire  and  brimstone.  The  Bible  teaches  it 
whether  I believe  it  or  not;  whether  you 
believe  it  or  uot.  It  doesn't  make  any  dif- 
ference what  you  believe  or  what  I believe. 
The  Bible  teaches  of  an  eternal  everlasting 
hell.  You  must  turn  or  Burn.  Unless  you 
are -a  Christian  you  must  burn  in  a demons* 
hell ; you  must  go  dow  n in  blight  and  burn 
forever.  Will  you  turn  to  the  Lord,  or 
will  you  go  down  in  blight  and  night  t 
Somebody  says  that  God  is  too  good.  That 
is  one  of  Russell's  teachings,  that  God  is 
too  good  to  let  a soul  go  down  into  an  eter- 
nal hell.  Because  of  the  goodness  of  God 
He  has  the  two  places.  Because  of  the  love 
of  God  He  has  the  two  places.  If  there  is 
no  hell  and  God  let  everybody  go  to  hea- 
ven. then  God  murdered  His  own  Son  God 
doesn't  send  anyone  <o  hell.  They  go 
there  of  their  own  free  will  and  accord. 
Listen : John  3:16:  “For  God  so  loved 

the  world  that  lj,e  gave  His  only  begotten 
Son  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  - 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.” 

Some  people  presume  on  the  goodness  of 
God  and  love  of  God"  until  they  have  worn 
it  threadbare.  How  can  you  expect  to  go 
on  in  sin  and  degradation  and  expect  to 
meet  God  because  of  His  love  and  because 
of  His  goodness,  when  you  have  trsmpled 
His  love  under  your  feet  and  then  expect 
God  to  save  youf  Now.  what  will  you 


dot  Will  you  accept  Castor  Russell’s  ar- 
gument, or  will  you  accept  thv  Bible's t I 
don't  pul  up.  my  argument,  hut  the  Bible's. 
You  must  turn  or  burn.  Unless  you  turn 
to  Jesus  Christ  for  an  eternal  salvation  you 
must  burn  hi  an  eternal  hell.

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A man  who  has  never  seen  a loeomOtive  will 
never  learn  much  about  it  from  a descrip- 
tion or  simply  a picture.  He  will  know  it 
only  when  he  sees  it.  The  excellence  of 
Christ  was  that  lie  not  only  told  the  truth, 
hut  that  He  was  the  truth.  That  is.  He 
was  the  complete  and  perfect  embodiment 
and  manifestation  of  God.  lie  was  with 
God  and  Hi-  was  God,  and  He  became  flesh 
and  manifested  His  glory,  full  of  grace  and 
truth.  Jesus  was  the  only  one  who  ever 
did  the  truth.  His  life  was  a demonstra- 
tion; His  every  word  and  deed.  His  whole 
ministry  was, the  truth  in  practice,  embod- 
ied in  action. 

t , 

There  were  people  when  He  came  who  in 
a measure  were  doing  the  truth.  These 
had  no  difficulty  in  recognizing  Him  and  no 
hesitation  in  accepting  Him.  He  said  of 
them;  ~ “He  that  doeth  the  truth  cometli 
to  the  light  that  his  deeds  may  be  made  man- 
ifest that  they  have  been  wrought  in  God.” 
See  how  God  and  truth  are  one  and  insep- 
arable. 

But  Jesus  came  not  merely  Himself  to  do 
the  truth,  that  is  to  put  it  into  practice,  to 
give  a practical  demonstration  of  it.  hut  to 
show  others  how  and  enable  them  to  do  the 
truth.  He  says:  “If  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  Got!  and  walk  in  darkness, 
we  lie  and  do  not  the  truth.”  An  unholy 
life  on  the  part  of  his  followers,  misrepre- 
sented God  in  that  it  does  not  do  the  truth, 
that  is  does  not  set  it  forth  ill  action  in  ac- 
cord with  the  real  nature  of  God. 

There  ought  to  he  no  breach  between 
preaching’ and  practice.  There  ought  to  he 
no  discord  between  the  teaching  and  the 
life.  The  truth  can  just  as  well  be  lived 
as  it  can  be  written  and  can  he  more  easily 
understood  and  is  much  more  convincing  in 
its  force.  Peter  says  that  wives  should 
conduct  themselves  toward  their  husbands 
“that  even  if  any  obey  not  the  word,  they 
may  without  the  word  he  gained  through 
the  conduct  of  their  wives,  when  they  be- 
hold your  pure  conduct  in  fear.” 

Paul  says  of  the  I’hilippians  that  they  are 
a living  epistle,  written  not  with  ink.  but 
with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God;  not  in 
tablets  of  stone,  but  in  tablets  that  are 
hearts  of  flesh.  It  is  the  glory  of  the  Gos- 
» pel  that  it  can  be  believed,  the  glory  of 
Christ  that  He  not  only  is  the  truth,  but  en- 
ables us  to  do  the  truth,  to  reproduce  the 
image  and  likeness  of  God,  in  character  and 
conduct. 

PLOWING  WITH  DYNAMITE 

The  methods  of  farming  in  Mississippi 
when  the  country  was  new,  and  the  method 
of  evangelizing  had  a great  deal  in  common. 
It  was  another  case  of  “like  people  like 
preacher.”  The  people  came  in  and  over- 
spread the  land,  cutting  down  the  timber 
and  burning  it  up  to  get  it  out  of  the  way. 
and  then  scratched  the  surface  with  a plow. 
This  was  sufficient  to  produce  a good  crop. 
It  was  easy  to  make  a living  and  to  save 
money.  So  they  cut  down  more  trees, 
burnt  them  up,  bought  more  land  and  put 
that  into  cultivation.  When  the  first 
“clearing”  became  unproductive  or  unprof- 
itable there  was  plenty  more  they  eould 


“take  in”  and  throw  away  the  old  place  or 
let  it  lie-  out.  Often  tins  resulted  in  turn 
ing  it  over  to  the  elements  and  the  floods 
washed  it  into  gullies  and  left  great  barren 
.place*.  These  were  days  of  easy  crops, 
good  returns  and  little  concern  about  the 
future. 

Much  the  same  has  been  the  history  of 
the  evangelization  of  the  Southern  coun- 
try. In  the  earlier  days  came  the  Baptist 
and  Methodist  preacher  in  a hurry  to  reach 
the  country  first  and  get  the  js*ople  to- 
gether and  have  great  meetings.  They 
traveled  over  a wide  territory  and  the  peo- 
ple came  for  .miles  around  to  hear  the  Word 
preaehed.  The  preacher's  method  was  sim- 
ple and  direct,  his  zeal  was  fervent  and  his 
message  went  to  the  heart.  They  worked 
for  immediate  results  and  got  them  in  abun- 
dant measure.  They  didn’t  look  far  into 
the  future.  For  more  than  a generation 
their  labor  was  to  get  people  into  the  King- 
dom. This  was  the  end  of  their  ministry. 
“The  Gospel”  with  them  simply  meant  the 
forgiveness  of  sins  and  a hope  of  heaven. 
We  have  found  it  hard  to  enlarge  our  con- 
ceptions of  it  to  this  day,  to  include  “the 
things  that  accompany  salvation.” 

Then  we  began  to  talk  about  the  good  old 
days,  the  things  of  great  revival,  and  find 
it  difficult  to  duplicate  the  results  of  those 
times  now  with  the  same  methods.  Old 
churches  went  down,  ami  there  were  great 
gullies  in  the  Kingdom  and  hare  places  that 
were  once  productive.  The  reason  is  the 
same  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  in  farming. 
There  was  too  little  thought  of  permanency, 
too  little  looking  to  the  future.  There  has 
been  much  waste  of  forces  and  resources. 

Now  we- are  coming  into  a new  day,  both 
in  agriculture  and  spiritual  culture.  We 
are  taking  time  to  study  the  situation,  to 
know  the  soil,  what  to  put  oil  it  and  what 
to  get  from  it;  what  sort  of  plows  to  use 
andr  plowing  to  do.  We  have  great  agri- 
cultural colleges  and  agricultural  high 
schools  to  study  the  whole  question  and  ex- 
periment with  things  and  train  our  young 
men.  These  things  have  become  necessi- 
ties by  reason  of  changed  conditions 

So  have  we  come  to  the  period  of  train- 
ing for  our  young  preachers.  The  work  is 
in  many  ways  different  from  what  it  was 
two  generations  ago,  and  more  difficult. 
There  is  no  new  Gospel  and  no  need  for 
any,  hut  our  forces  must  he  better  equipped 
for  preaching  the  old  Gospel.  The  churches 
are  in  need  of  diversified  and  intensified  cul- 
tivation. Kubsoiling  is  as  necessary  here 
as  on  the  farm,  and  dynamite  can  be  used 
to  plow  with  here  as  there.  There  is  need 
of  deeper  work,  a great  breaking  up  of  the 
hard  places,  that  the  innate  forces  of  the 
Kingdom  may  have  a chance.  The  old 
waste  places  can  he  built  up  and  the  desert 
to  blossom  as  the  rose  if  wo  go  at  it  right. 
Better  crops  can  be  made  on  worn  out  land 
than  ever  grew  in  the  virgin  soil.  This  is 
being  done  by  proper  farming  and  can  be 
done  in  the  churches.  We  don’t  need  to 
go  west  or  anywhere  else  to  grow  up  with 
the  country,  hut  to  make  the  country  grow 
up  where  we  are.

’ CHAPTER  VI. 

The  Abrahamic  Covenant  and  the  Kinjdom 

The  confusion  of  tongues  at  the  tower  of 
Hwbrl  and  the  dispersion  of  the  race  mark 
ed  the  failure  of  man  to  establish  the  King- 
dom under  the  Noahic  covenant.  But  God 
did  not  forsake  the  fallen  race  On  the 
contrary.  He  once  a go  in  intervenes  in  man’s 
behalf.  Many  of  the  descendants  of  Noah 
had  already  forsaken  Him,  and  He  saw  that 
all.  if  left  to  themselves,  would  sink  into  un- 
godliness. Notwithstanding  all  this,  he 
calmly  and  resolutely  proceeds  with  llis 
purpose  of  mercy.  In  the  accomplishment 
of  this  eternal  purpose  lie  moves  with  all 
the  solemn  grandeur  of  long  suffering  pa- 
tience. 

THE  ABRAHAMIC  COVENANT.  , 

Abraham,  of  the  city  of  I’r,  is  chosen  to 
he  the  federal  head  of  a family  whieh  i*t  to 
become  the  special  medium  of  God’s  opera- 
tions in  the  bringing  in  of  the  Kingdom. 

“Now  the  Isird  had  said  unto  Abram,  get 
thee  out  of  thy  country  and  from  thy  kin- 
dred an<l  from  thy  father’s  house  to  the 
land  that  I will  show  thee.  And  I will 
make  of  thee  a great  nation;  and  I will  bless 
thee,  and  1 will  make  thy  name  great  and 
thou  slialt  be  a blessing  And  I will  bless 
them  that  bless  thee,  and  him  that  curseth 
thee  I will  curse;  nnd  in  thee  shall  all  the 
families  of  the  earth  be  blessed.”  (Gen. 
12:1-3.) 

In  this  promise  made  by  Jehovah  God  to 
Abraham  there  is  nothing  said  about  per- 
aonal  salvation  to  him  or  to  hia  descen- 
dants. God  simply  turns  Abraham’s  atten- 
tion away  from  bis  kindred  and  focuses  it 
upon  a promised  land  yet  to  be  pointed  out 
to  him  and  a promised  kingdom  yet  to  be 
established.  Two  tilings  ,8 re  to  be  "kept  in 
mind  : First,  there  is  the  idea  of  territory ; 
and  second,  the  idea  of  a national  existence 
to  be  established  on  this  promised  territory. 
God’s  Kingdom  is  taking  on  concrete  form. 

Some  years  later  Jehovah  appeared  to 
Abraham  and  pointed  out  the  land  that  was 
to  he  his,  hut  did  not  define  its  boundaries. 

“Lift  up  thine  eves  and  look  from  the 
place  where  thou  art,  northward  and  south- 
ward. and  eastward  and  westward.  hor 
the  whole  laud  whieh  thou  seest.  to  thee  will 
I give  it.  and  to  thy  seed  forever.  And  I 
will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth; 
so  that  if  a man  can  number  the  dust  of 
the  earth,  thy  seed  shall  also  he  numbered. 
Arise  and  walk  .through  the  land,  in  its 
length  and  its  breadth,  for  to  thee  will  l 
give  it.” — Gen.  13:14-18. 

In  this  promise  there  arc  two  things  add- 
ed which  we  do  not  find  in  the  former  prom- 
ise. via:  First  the  local  ion  of  the  prom- 
ised land,  though  its  boundaries  are  not  def- 
initely defined . and  second,  a numberless 
offspring,  whieh  offspring  is  to  possess  the 
land  as  a kingdom  inheritance. 

After  Abraham's  victory  over  the  five 
kings  and  the  meeting  with  Melehisedec,  the 
king-priest,  the  promise  is  renewed  by  a 
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most  impressive  ceremony  and  the  hoiinda- 
ri  s of  the  land  fixed. 

"In  that  snme  tiny  the  lx»rd  made  « cov- 
enant with  Abraham,  saying;  ‘Unto  thy 
wed  have  1 given  this  land,  from  th-  river 
of  Egypt  unto  the  great  river,  th-  river 
Euphrates.’” — Gen.  15:18-21.  * 

Here  is  added  the  definite  boundaries  of 
the  promised  land  By  reference  to  the 
map  it  will  be  found  to  extend  from  the 
Persian  Gulf  on  the  east  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea  oil  the  west;  snd  from  the  river 
of  Egypt  on  the  South  to  the  “ends  of  the 
land”  northward.  This  vast  domain  of 
something  like  three  hundred  thousand 
square  miles  was  laid  off  by  Jehovah  to  lie 
the  seat  of  nis  earthly  .empire. 

the  covenant  confirmed 

When  Abraham  w as  ninety  and  nine  years 
old,  God  recounted  all  the  promises  hitherto 
made  to  him,  and  confirmed , them  all  by  a 
visible  token,  a token  to  l>e  observed  by 
Abraham  and  his  seed  forever. 

"And  where  Abram  was  ninety  years  old 
ami  nine,  the  leml  appeared  to  Abram  anil 
said  unto  him ; 1 am  the  Almighty  God ; 

walk  before  me  and  be  thou  perfect.  And 
I will  make  my  covenant  between  me  and 
thee  and  will  multiply  thee  exceedingly. 
And  Abram  fell  on  his  face  apd  God  talked 
with  him  saving.  As  for  me.  behold,  my  cov- 
enant is  with  thee,  and  thou  shall  be  a fath- 
er of  many  nations  And  I will  make  thee 
exceedingly  fruitful,  and  I will  mnk"  na- 
tions of  thee,  and  kings  shall  come  out  of 
thee  And  I will  give  unto  thee  and  thy 
s.ed  after  thee,  th'  land  wherein  thou  nrtJ 
a stranger,  all  the  land  of  ( nnaan,  for  an 
evrrlnnting  jMissession. 

“This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall 
keep,  between  me  and  thee  and  thy  seed 
after  thee;  Every  male  child  among  you 
shall  be  circumcised ; and  ye  shall  circum- 
cise the  flesh  of  your  foreskin;  and  it  shall 
be  a token  of  the  covenant  betwixt  me  nnd 
thee.  And  the  uneircuineised  man  child 
whose  flesh  of  his  forskin  is  not  circumcised, 
that  «>ul  shall  l>e  cut  off  from  his  people. 
—Gen  17:1-14.  \ 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  promises  here 
made  Hre  identical  with  those  contained  in 
the  former  coven-nts.  Hence,  we  are  to 
understand  that  in  this  place  we  have  sim- 
ply the  final  seil  which  Jehovah  God  places 
upon  His  covenant  with  Abraham.  -

condition. 

3.  Divine  blessipg  as  a covenant  promise 
•4  A worldwide  influence  fqr  righteous-

This  school  has  furnished  17 
graduates  to  the  foreign  work,  five 
to  the  Home  Board  and  many  others 
to  city  mission  work,  mountain 
schools.

It  Is  gratifying  to  know  that  our 
graduates  are  being  sought  after  for 
work  not  under  our  denominational 
boards.  One  young  woman  has  been 
asked  by  the  students’  volunteer  or- 
ganization to  go  out  as  one  of  four 
unmarried  women  to  teach  In  the 
government  schools  in  China,  and 
another  has  accepted  an  appointment 
to  work  In  India,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Young  Women’s  Christian  As- 
sociation.

It  Is  rather  significant  that  the 
decrease  or  slot?  Increase  in  the  ru- 
ral population  throughout  large 
areas  of  the  United  States  is  in.no 
sense  due  to  lack  of  agricultural 
prosperity.  On  the  contrary,  in 
most  of  the  states  showing  a de- 
crease or  only  a very  slight  Increasi- 
in  rural  population  throughout  the 
past  decade,  there  has  been  a re- 
markable Increase  in  the  value  of 
farm  property.  In  spite  of  thi* 
splendid  financial  showing  and  ap- 
parent prosperity  in  the  country 
great  numbers  of  boys  and  girls  ar 
leaving  the  farm.  The  loss  of  ru- 
ral population  la  due  to  economic 
social  and  educational  causes,  but 
In  the  effort  to  hsve  the  country 
boy  and  girl  remain  upon  the  farm 
the  exponents  of  the  "Country  Life 
Movement"  often  lose  sight  of  cer 
tain  Important  farts.
